About sixty of the depertment clerks who 
started out to the battle feid on Sanday | ast, 
in answer to Secretary Stantoa's call for 
nurses, are supposed to be taken prisoners. 
Seme of our returmed nurses who were on the 
field under a flag of truce, say they saw them 
marching down to Lee’s headquarters under 
guard. It seems probable now that our 
tosses in artillery In the engagements up to 
Saturday night were not nearly so large 
as was st firat apprehended. Some of- 
ficers declare That our losses were not over 
fifteen pieces, and others that they are not 
over thirty. 

Last night about 1,100 prisoners who had 
been taken by the rebels in the late engage- 
ments, paroled,and arrived inthe city, haviag 
left Manassas night before inst. They say 
after they hed been captured they were taken 
to a deep ravine in the rear of Jackéoa's 
headquarters, and guards of cavalry put over 
them, and most of them, after their 
capture, belong taken in roundabout 
way on the skirts of the rebel comp. 
Some of them say they were miserably fed, 
but others eny that they were fed with the 
best the rebels could afford, they having noth- 
ing but what they captured. They could not 
eee the whole extent of the rebel camps, bat 
juéging from what they did see, they thoug xt 
that on Sunday night 100,000 men were en- 
camped In the vieloity of Manaseas. Some of 
them were kept three days in the ravine, aad 
were pot given any food after being con- 
fined for thirty-six hours, except what they 
paid tor, the rebels charging them fiom fifty 
cents to two dollars for a cracker or a plece-; 
of bread. At one time our men got s littie 
noisy. Gen. Lee rode into their midst and 
told them to keep quiet, he was going to | 
ecnd them home soon. When they 
were teken to the rsvine they were stripped 
of their aceoutrements, but few of them bing 
allowed to retain their baversacks. Toey no- 
ticed in the ranks of the rebels « large num- 
ber of foreigners, Irish, French, Ger- 
mens, &c. 

A wounded man was brought to the hospi- 
tal near Mapaseas, and pl-ad hard for a canteen 
of water, offering twenty dollare in Uaited 
States Treasury notes for it, when a rebel 
went off and got him some water and took 
the money. 
It is stated that immediately after our re- 
cent evacuation of Fredericksbarg secession- 
ists among the people of the town appeared 
on the streets, armed as guerillss, and com- 
menced arresting and sending to prison all tue 
remaining citizens who during our occupstion 
of the place bed evinced any sympathy for or 
courtesy to our troops, and burried them off 
to jail. They aleo arrested all the free negroes 
in the place on whom they could lay 
hands, and jailed them also.

Copies 
of these contwacta and duplicate bills will be 
sent to the commissary general for pay meat.
